Have a blitz on owners 
with dogs off the lead 

THE council should have a • A Greenwich Council 


‘blitz’ on dog owners who 
allow their dogs to be ‘off 
lead’. If you want to allow 
your dog a bit of freedom, 
invest in an extendable lead. 
That way you are never 
too far away from your dog 
but can still be in control. 
Greenwich Council would 
make a fortune if they gave 
on-the-spot fines for dogs 
off leads. They seem to be 
able to do it for dropping 
cigarette ends - a dog on 
the loose can cause far 
more harm than a discarded 
cigarette end. My 14-year- 
old Yorkshire terrier was 
attacked by a loose Staffie 
who didn’t even have a 
collar on, never mind a lead. 
The council has signs up 
stating dogs on leads at all 
times but I have never seen 
this being enforced. 

Mrs H Fitzgerald, 
Thamesmead West 


spokesperson said: "We are sorry 
to hear of the trouble you and 
your dog have encountered 
whilst walking. The council has 
clear guidelines on acceptable 
conduct for those responsible 
for dogs through its Dog Control 
Orders and will pursue strong 
action against those who ignore 
these obligations. 

Dog owners who fail to keep 
their dog on a lead in a public 
place are committing an 
offence. They will be issued 
with a penalty by a Town Centre 
Warden when seen to be in 
violation. In parks and open 
spaces, officers enforce Dog 
Control Orders if they witness 
dogs that are not adequately 
under control. In both cases a 
fixed penalty notice of £75 is 
issued, with a maximum £2,500 
fine and prosecution following if 
the penalty goes unpaid.

New doors open to over-55s

A SPECIAL event is planned for over-55s 
interested in downsizing and moving into 
a smaller home. 

They will be able to hear about newly- 
built homes for rent, shared ownership 
schemes, and lower-cost homes for sale. 

The event will be in the Public Hall at 
Woolwich Town in Wellington Street on 
Thursday, November 27, between 10am 
and 2pm. 

It is all part of the council’s commitment 
to keeping people informed about the 
range of accommodation available for 
older people in the borough. 

New homes are being planned following 
the development of senior living 
accommodation at Eltham and Kidbrooke 
earlier this year. These are at Mabel Polley 
House in Woolwich, plus 22 bungalows 
and seven flats on different sites around 
the borough. 

There is also a development on the 
Royal Arsenal site which is a mixture 
of properties for rent, shared ownership 
and discounted sale with the Viridian 
Housing Association. It’s all part of the 
on-going work between the council and its 
housing partners to develop a wide range 
of housing options for people currently 
living in the borough who are aged 55 and 
over. 

Priority for the rented homes will be 
given to current council tenants who are 
living in family-sized housing and want 
to downsize into smaller homes, or to 
tenants who are being rehoused as part of 
the regeneration plans for the Woolwich 
area. The first of these will be available 
from March next year. 

Downsizing to a smaller, purpose-built

home can have many benefits including 
cutting household and energy bills, less 
cleaning and gardening. 

The shared ownership homes being 
developed in Woolwich will include 
a range of one and two bedroom 
apartments, for which council tenants 
and residents will be given priority. Some 
of the new schemes will also include 
shared ownership (part rent, part buy) 
homes.

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Two jailed after VOCU drugs raid 


Bust nets drugs worth £234,000

TWO drug dealers have been 
sentenced to nearly 15 years in prison 
following an investigation by the 
council-sponsored Greenwich Violent 
and Organised Crime Unit (VOCU). 

Uchechukwu Njoku 28, and Johnson 
Okonkwo, 31, both of Waterside Close, 
Thamesmead, were arrested in the early 
hours of December 17 last year after police 
officers executed a warrant at their home. 

Officers found a total of 14 kilos of 
phenacetin, a cutting agent for cocaine, 
together with crack cocaine and high 
purity cocaine with a street value of 
£234,000. 

They also found scales, mixing bowls 


and knives clearly used to mix drugs. 
Detectives also seized £7,000 in cash found 
in the flat. Both men were charged with 
conspiracy to supply class A drugs and 
money laundering. 

Njoku was sentenced to seven years 
and four months in prison for conspiracy 
to supply drugs. He was also sentenced 
to two years for money laundering, both 
sentences to be served concurrently. 

Okonkwo was also sentenced to seven 
years and four months for conspiracy to 
supply class A drugs. 

He was also sentenced to six months 
for money laundering, also to be served 


concurrently. 

They both pleaded guilty on October 16 
and were sentenced at Woolwich Crown 
Court on the same day. Both men are 
likely to face deportation once they have 
completed their sentences. 

VOCU officer in the case, PC Ben lies 
said: “We have made another serious dent 
in the pockets of those who bring drugs 
to the streets of Greenwich. We hope that 
these sentences send out a strong message 
and deter those who are involved in drug 
dealing - we will do all we can to arrest 
them, investigate them and bring them 
before a court.” 


The intelligence-led police unit dedicated 
to targeting known gang members, 
criminal networks and the most serious 
offenders, was formed in 2008 with council 
support. 

Cllr Jackie Smith, the council’s cabinet 
member for community safety and 
environment, said: “Many congratulations 
to the VOCU team on yet another well 
investigated and executed case. Our 
innovative funding of the VOCU police 
team continues to play an important role 
in making the borough a safer place. Since 
2008 it has been directly responsible for 
taking many dangerous criminals off 
our streets, as well as large and harmful 
quantifies of illegal drugs, laundered 
money and weapons.”

New Woolwich HQ to change the lives of over 4000 local volunteers

THE borough’s volunteers have been 
celebrating their move to a brand 
new training facility on the second 
floor of the old Woolwich Equitable 
building in Woolwich New Road. 

The Volunteer Centre Greenwich (VCG) 
supports around 450 local organisations 
with training workshops and training 
courses. Last year it signposted 4,000 
potential volunteers to different 
organisations. They ranged from helping 
with clubs for elderly or handicapped 
people, to offering support to families who 
needed a helping hand. 

The centres also helps volunteers gain 
skills, experience and confidence to 
improve their job prospects while also 
helping the community. It recruited, 
trained and supported 200 local volunteers 
for the hugely-successful 2012 London 
Games. And more recently, it recruited 
dozens of volunteers to act as shore crew 
for the borough’s Tall Ships Festival. 

The VCG used to be based in the Forum, 
Greenwich, but is now back in Woolwich 
where it started in 1999. It gets nearly 7,000 
enquires a year about volunteering, with 
nearly 500 volunteers using the Woolwich 
offices. 

Hannah Amousa from Woolwich has been 
a volunteer for two years and is now an 
advisor to other volunteers, she said: “The 


work that volunteers do is so important, 
it not only benefits the individual but 
also the local community. Volunteers 
build their confidence, learn new skills, 
challenge themselves and achieve things 
that contribute to future employment 
and development while at the same time 
helping to improve the community, it is 
fantastic.” 

Myriam Ngwende is also volunteer and 


advisor and is studying occupational 
psychology at the University of East 
London. She said: “Volunteering improves 
your general wellbeing, because you feel so 
much better about yourself and your work. 
If you can benefit from something and give 
back to the community that is the most 
important thing.” 

Michelle Martin, chief executive of 
Volunteer Centre Greenwich, said: 


“This is a fantastic new 
space that will allow 
us to improve training, 
introduce one-to-one 
meetings and personal 
development sessions 
and mentoring groups. 
The volunteer centre 
will benefit thoroughly 
with this move back to 
our roots in Woolwich 
and it is a starting 
point for us as we look 
to develop further and 
invest in state-of-the- 
art IT equipment such 
as interactive smart 
boards.” 

Cllr Mick Hayes, the 
Mayor of Greenwich, cut 
the ribbon at the opening 
ceremony. He said: “I 
have been on many visits 
to community groups 
and organisations, and 
the positive impact that 
volunteers in these areas have is quite 
clear. It is right to give our thanks to 
those volunteers who help the borough 
in numerous ways and today is an 
opportunity for us to celebrate the work 
volunteers do.”

P UBLIC memorials to the men and 
women in the armed forces who 
gave their lives for their country are 
being restored. 

It is part of a four-year programme to 
mark the centenary of the Great War. 

Work by the council and its partners is 
already underway with local volunteers 
playing an important part. It means the 
borough’s war memorials that will feature 
in this year’s Remembrance Day Services 
have all been deep cleaned ready for the 
day. 

The programme, which will continue 
as further restoration work is carried 
out, reflects the council’s commitment 
to renovate and conserve war memorials 
across the borough - with a special focus 
on those dedicated to local servicemen 
who lost their lives during the First World 
War in 1914-18. 

Detailed restoration plans are being 
developed with the War Memorials Trust, 
the War Graves Commission, and the Royal 
Borough of Greenwich Heritage Trust 
with funding for the restoration 
work from sources that include 
the Heritage Lottery Fund and 
the War Graves Commission. 

The works are being 
prioritised following a full 
survey carried out by the 
council of all local war 
memorials to identify the 
repairs needed to restore 
them to the best possible 
condition. 

The survey findings 
have enabled the council 
to start discussions with all 
interested bodies about how 
future conservation works should 
be carried out. 

Memorials that the council is currently 
responsible for include Eltham Church 
War Memorial, Woolwich Road Grand 
Depot (Boer War) War Memorial, and the 
Greenwich Cemetery War Memorial. 

Over time, and when the programme of 
new works has been agreed, the council 
intends to transfer all the memorials to 
the Royal Greenwich Heritage Trust. 
This will enable the Trust to take care of 
ongoing maintenance, and enable it to bid 
for external funding towards the costs. 

Royal borough council leader Cllr Denise 
Hyland said: “Residents living in the 


Royal Borough of Greenwich are rightly 
proud of our historic links with the Armed 
Services and will never forget the many 
servicemen and women who gave their 
lives while serving their country. 

“The freedoms that we often take for 
granted only exist because these people 
made the ultimate sacrifice for future 
generations, and this year, as in other 
years, we expect thousands of people to 
show their respects at local Remembrance 
Day Services. 

“It is therefore fitting that as we 
commemorate the World War One 
centenary, we are able to confirm that 
a major milestone has been achieved in 
relation to our plans to restore our local 
War Memorials.” 

Cllr Miranda Williams, the Royal 
Borough’s Cabinet Member for Culture and 
Creative Industries, added, “We recognise 
that for many people, War Memorials not 
only provide an opportunity for quiet 
reflection but they also act as a landmark 
of civic pride. 

“That is why we are committed to 
ensuring all our War Memorials 
renovated and conserved 
as a lasting tribute. The work 
carried out will benefit 
both from the knowledge 
and expertise of those 
specialist organisations in 
the sensitive conservation 
of these treasured 
monuments, which are 
an important part of the 
heritage of this borough.”
